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In many of the counties west of the Mississippi 
it is customary to pay for county contract work in 
county warrants. A county warrant is really 4 
county note, and promises to pay when there shall 
be money enough in the county treasury. Simple 
interest at 6% to 12% per annum is payable on 
the warrant, when notice is published that the 
warrant is redeemable. Of all the cents wise and 
dollars foolish fiscal methods of paying for pub- 
lic works this county warrant system takes the 
dunce’s cap. 

To begin with it puts the contractors in the 
hands of local banks and money shavers, who, 
in times of money scarcity, exact such discounts 
for cashing the warrants that a $1,000 warrant 
has been known to bring: only $600 to the con- 
tractor. This, of course, is an unusual discount, 
but it is common for a contractor to accept 85 
cts. on the dollar for county warrants. 

A correspondent writes us that at a recent let- 
ting at Great Falls, Montana, there were ten 
bidders, nine of whom were local men, and that 
one of the bidders said that had the payment been 
in cash instead of in warrants he would have bid 
20% lower than the average bid. The work was the 
flooring of a county bridge with steel stringers 
and a creo-resinate paving, upon which the aver- 
age bid was about $16,000. 

One of the worst features of the county warrant 
system is that it practically limits competition to 
local contractors, for local banks are the only 
ones who’ will purchase the warrants, and they 
naturally discriminate against outside contrac- 
tors, This limiting of competition frequently leads 
to combinations to unduly raise prices, and in any 
case results in higher prices for contract work, 
increasing taxes and limiting public improvement. 

The sale of county bonds where money must 
be raised for public works offers the best solution 
of the problem from every point of view, but 
there is still in the West an unreasoning aver- 
sion to “bonded indebtedness”’—although in es- 
sence the county warrant is a bond, and a bond 
drawn exactly to suit the most grasping Shy- 
lock. The local money shavers take good care 
to foster the public aversion to the word ‘‘boni,” 
so that they may continue the pleasing task of 
parting taxpayers and contractors from their 
money, 
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Contracts for Plant Rental. 
After having been sued once or twice on verbal 
contracts for materials or plant, a contractor is 
apt to resolve never to buy, sell or rent even a 


plow without putting the transaction down in 
black and white. This resolution is obviously a 
good one, but it should be followed by another 
resolution, namely that each word in a written 
contract will be carefully weighed. This means 
that the contractor must become a student of 
words and their uses, for it is not always con- 
venient to call upon a lawyer or an engineer who 
has made a study of the wording of contracts. 
Take, for example, the renting of a dozen 
“wheelers” at 50 cts. each per day. The sum in- 
volved is small, and all that appears necessary 
is an exchange of letters in which one man agie-s 
to rent the ‘“‘wheelers” at an agreed price per day, 
and the other man accepts the offer. The con- 
tract letter reads: 

In accordance with our conversation this morning, I 
hereby agree to rent you 12 wheelscrapers at 50 cts. each 
per day. 

Apparently the conditions are so simple and so 
clearly stated that no controversy will be possible; 
but there is one word in this agreement which is 
not definite; it is the word “day.” A ‘‘day’’ may 
mean a “shift,” or a working day. A “day’’ may 
be a calendar day, 24 hours long; or it may be a 
working day, exclusive of Sundays and holidays; 
or it may be a day actually worked exclus've of 
rainy days and all other days on which no work 
was done. There is room evidently for quite a 
disagreement as to the sum due for rental when 
the time of settlement arrives. One party may 
claim that payment should be made for every 
calendar day from the day the wheelers were 
taken away up to the day they were returned. 
The other party may urge with equal reason that 
no charge should be made for days while the 
wheelers were being shipped, coming and going; 
that Sundays, holidays and rainy days, when no 
work was done with the wheelers, should be de- 
ducted from the total time. And each party may 
be so sure of his ‘rights’? as to be eager to fight 
it out for the principle involved—all because of 
ambiguity in one word which custom has so mcdi- 
fied as to mean many things. 

A plant rental contract should state clearly: 
(1) The rate of rental per day and when the 
payments are due; (2) the meaning of the word 
day; (3) whether the days consumed in loading 
and shipping the plant both ways are to be in- 
cluded in estimating the rent due; (4) whether 
two or three shifts may be worked each calendar 
day, without extra charge for wear and tear, if 
the calendar day (24 hours) is to be the unit; (5) 
whether the plant is to be insured and by whom; 
(6) who is to pay the transportation, loading and 
unloading charges, both ways; (7) by whom and 
how the plant shall be stored during the -win- 
ter, if not in use; (8) who is to pay for ordinary 
repairs and maintenance; (9) and the length of 
time that the plant may remain in the hands of 
the renter without being subject to recall. 
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The Effect of a Progress Clause Upon Competition. 


Sir: I note your comment upon my “criticism of the 
progress clause,’’ which you have kindly published on 
page 109 of your Construction News items of Feb. 18. 
So far as uncertainty and ambiguity are concerned, I 
fully concur with your comments, for it is undoubtedly 
true that many specifications are indefinite in this particu- 
lar. I cannot, however, agree with your position in re- 
gard to requiring that the progress of the work shall keep 
pace with the lapse of time, especially on small contract 
work, as cited in example. The writer, at one time, in- 
corporated a specification similar to this in a piece of work 
done under his supervision; but, after having given it a 
fair trial, it was discarded as having been found detri- 
mental to the interests of his client. The way this speci- 
fication was found to work in actual practice was some- 
what as follows: The particular work under consideration 
was a comparatively small job, involving the expenditure 
of about $20,000 for a water-works system. It was found 
that to require one-fourth of the value of the total work 
to be completed within the expiration of one-third of the 
time, two-thirds completed at the expiration of three- 
fourths of the time, and fully completed at the expiration 
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of the full term, simply acted as a barrier to deter 
contractors entering into competition. Small co; 
who had but little work on hand, could begin the work 
immediately and keep pace with this progress requirement 
It was found, however, that by omitting this re juirement, 
and simply stipulating that the work should be fully com 
pleted within the time specified attracted many contra tors 
who were not in a position to take up th

diately on account of having other work on hand, but 
who, on the other hand, were equipped with 
corps of agsistants and foremen, so that they could begin 
actual construction work even after the time limit had 
more than half expired, and push the same to completion 
even sooner than could be done by smal

the bids received from large contractors, who 
were in a position to push the work rapidly, ranged from 
5 to 10% less than those received from contractors who 
could begin the work and carry it along at the rate stipu 
lated in the specifications. 
This argument would not apply in large work 
of sufficient magnitude to demand the whole attention of 
large contractors throughout the whole period of construe 
tion, for such work usually receives ample compet 
but for small work, the writer still holds that this criti 
cism is in favor of the best interests of the ordinary client

Is a Pile-Driver Scow a “Tool ?” 


We have called attention from time to time to 
the liability of law suits arising over the meaning 
of a common word or term in a contract. The 
word “tool” is one that appears to be quite defi- 
nite until we come to define it in other words. 
An instrument used in the hands of an artisan or 
laborer for moving or shaping a material is un- 
questionably a “tool.” A pick, a plow, a sledge, 
a chisel, a shovel—all are tools, and it is probable 
that whenever the word “tool” is heard it firet 
calls to mind hand instruments of the class men- 
tioned; but when pressed for a definition that 
shall be inclusive of all instruments that are 
called tools, we must concede at once that we can- 
not limit the word tool to instruments operate] Ly 
hand. Where, then, shall the line be drawn? This is 
a question that a correspondent has asked us, and 
in this particular case it is a dollars and cents 
question. We quote: 

The following @xtract is from a contract in which the 
owner is a Steamship Co.: ‘‘The company will furnish to 
the contractor, either from ‘A,’ ‘B,’ or ‘C,’ free trans- 
portation of materials, tools and men to ‘D,’ and free 
wharfage at ‘D’.”’ 

For the proper prosecution of the work the contractors 
caused a lighter or barge to be transported from ‘‘A’’ to 
“_— wth the understood intention that this lighter 
should be used for the purpose of mounting a pile driver, 
etc., on it, thus forming what is generally known as a 
floating pile driver. This purpose was carried out and 
the lighter so used throughout the course of the work. 
The ‘“‘Company”’ now charges ‘‘Contractor’’ for transporta- 
tion of the lighter, claiming that it is not a tool 

We think that any decision in this matter would depend 
upon the generally accepted definition of the term ‘‘tool”’ 
among engineers and contractors, and would greatly value 
your opinion. 

Letters are substituted for the names of the 
ports, since the question is one in which locali- 
ties are non-essential. 

Our correspondent does not state what the class 
of the work was, but we may infer that it involved 
the building of a docking, pier or other similar 
structure, in which timber was largely used. 
Timber-working instruments, such as saws and 
augers, must therefore have been contemplated 
as being a part of the necessary “tools.” Tim- 
ber-handling instruments, such as dollies, 
lug-hooks and tackle, must also have been in- 
cluded as “tools.”” Timber-holding instruments, 
such as clamps and chains, must likewise have 
been included as “tools.” If all instruments, re- 
gardless of size and of power, used in operation, 
were intended to be included as ‘“‘tools’’ then cer- 
tainly a pile-driver and the scow, which is an es- 
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sential part of a floating driver, are ‘“‘tools.”” The 
fact that the contract clause does not exclude? 
these larger instruments lends weight to the in- 
ference that the word “tools” was used as being 
synonymous with the word “plant.” If this be 
conceded, there can be no escape from the conclu- 
sion that a pile-driver scow is part of the plant, 
and therefore a “tool.” 

The question therefore simmers down to this: 
Is it customary to use the terms “plant” and 
“tools” indiscriminately in such work as this? 

In answering any such question we naturally 
turn first to the dictionaries, which, although by 
no means infallible in technical definitions, are at 
any rate a guide not to be ignored. The Century 
Dictionary defines “tool” thus: 

A mechanical implement; any implement used by a 
craftsman or laborer at his work; an instrument employed 
for performing or facilitating mechanical operations by 
means of percussion, penetration, separation, abrasion, 
friction, etc., of the substances operated upon, for all of 
which operations various motions are required to be given 
either to the tool or to the work. 

Evidently there is nothing in this definition that 
can be said to exclude a pile-driver from the list 
of tools, 

Woreester’s Dictionary defines ‘‘tool’ thus: 

An instrument of manual operation; a mechanical in- 
strument of any kind for working with; an implement 
commonly used by the hand of one man in some manual 
labor 

Here again there is nothing that excludes such 
large, power-operated instruments such as pile- 
drivers. It cannot be denied that “tool” is a 
word most often used to specify a manually oper- 
ated instrument; but, on the other hand, machine- 
tools used on lathes and drills are either held sta- 
tionary or driven by power. Pile-drivers range in 
size all the way from a heavy maul in the hands 
of a laborer to the steam operated driver. The 
hammer may be raised directly by hand, or by a 
hand-operated winch. Who can positively draw 
the line between the pile-driver as a “tool” and 
the pile-driver as an instrument properly not a 
tool? 

We are driven irresistibly to this narrower 
question of whether the terms “tools” and “plant” 
are frequently used indiscriminately or not. That 
they are so used occasionally there is no doubt, 
but it would require an array of ‘experts’ to 
prove the frequency of thisuse of the term ‘‘tools.”’ 
It would seem in this case sufficient to prove that 
the term “tools” is occasionally used instead of 
the term “plant;" for, in the absence of express 
exclusion of the power-operated parts of a plant, 
“materials, tools, and men,’ seem to include the 
whole plant and the men to operate it. 

The lesson to be drawn from this discussion is, 
in brief, this: Whenever it is the intent to use a 
broadly inclusive term, use a term that is un- 
questionably and always used broadly. ‘Plant,” 
for example, is a term always used broadly on 
contract work to include hand tools, machines, 
engines, boilers, cars, scows, pipes, temporary 
houses for men, inplements, ete., herses, ete., ete. 
On the other hand, “tools” is a term certainiy 
used in a narrow, specific sense more often than 
in a broad sense; and in case of a law suit over 
the meaning of the term the court is forced to 
listen to expert testimony, often directly contra- 
dictory, and finally, in all probability, to decide 
the case upon the context of the contract and the 
apparent intent of the contracting parties.

POLAND.—Clarence Rice Slocum, U. S. Consul at War-

I am 
informed tenders for only the superstructure were made 
by an American firm, but it is well understood locally that 
the contract lies between a local engineer named Mars- 
zewski, Ujazdowska 14, and the French house of Battig- 
noles, which constructed the bridge ‘Alexander Il.’ at St. 
Petersburg. The designs submitied by Marszewski have 
been sent to the Ministry of the Interior at St. Peters- 
buig, and when returned to Warsaw, probably in March, 
will be exhibited at the town hall. Foreign firms are in- 
vited to tender, basing their estimates upon these designe, 
the price to be per kilogram (2.2 Ibs.) for the ironwork 
and per cubic fathom for stone, brick and earth work. For 
the electric lighting and converter railway system the 
contract has already been let to Schukert & Co., of Ber- 
lin, and as for the surface roads calls have been made 
for an overhead trolley system, to be ready for operation 
in 1306. In this connection possibly something can be ac- 
complished by the American manufacturer, as American 
cars have been tried to a limited extent on the present 
horse system. Regarding the slaughter-houses, inquiry 
by prospective bidders should be addressed to the presi- 
dent of the Municipal Board of Warsaw, M. Bibikoff, and 
in reference to the public market, which is to be built of 
iron, inquiry should be addressed, as in the case of the 
slaughter-houses, though in this connection contractors 
are expected to furnish plans for such a purpose and to 
base their estimates on such plans.” 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR AMERICAN HOUSES IN AUS-
